A jurisdictional statement has 
been filed.to the U. S. Supreme 
Court in a Hancock County re- 
districting case now on appeal. 

The appellants in Powell Glass 
Jr., etal, versus Hancock County 
Election Commission, etal, ask for 
a full hearing on the merits, al- 
leging a violation of their indivi- 
dual rights under the Fourteenth 
Amendment to the U. S. Consti- 
tution due to inequities in the re- 
presentation of county board of 
supervisor districts. 

Gulfport attorney Upton Sisson, 
counsel for the appellants, said 
he considers the issue of whether 
the courts can order a county to 
redistrict if inequities in represen- 
tation can be shown to exist of 
prime significance in the light of 
previous rulings by the Supreme 
Court requiring reapportionment 
of state legislatures and of Con- 
gressional districts. i 

The jurisdictional brief in the 
Hancock County case notes that 
the “anomaly which makes the 
alleged discrimination in this 
case so glaring is the fact that it 
exists in the very heart of the 
precincts of the citadel of States’ 
rights.” l . 

The suit to redistrict was dis- 
missed Feb. 28, 1963, in Hancock 
County chancery court on grounds 
the complainants had not exhaust- 
ed available remedies in state 
law. ‘The chancery court decree 
was affirmed. by the Mississippi 
Supreme Court on Oct. 21, 1963, 
and appeal was made to the U. §.

MISSISSIPPI TAKES 
BEATING DUE TRAFFIC 
DEATH TOLL 


Mississippians took a financial 
beating in 1963 as a result of the 
traffic death toll according to fi- 
gures made public by Commis- 
sioner of Public Safety T. B. Bird- 
song. The figures are taken from 
the 1963 annual traffic summary 
prepared by Al Richburg, Super- 
visor of the Accident Records Di- 
vision under the direction of the 
Commissioner. 

Gen. Birdsong stated, “Our state 
lost $10,031,870.00 in property 
damage alone last year. Mississippi 
drivers were involved in 22,596 
accidents resulting in 10,683 in- 
juries and 620 fatalities. The acci- 
dents occurred at the rate of 61.9 
per day and the injuries at 29.3 
per day. 

“To examine the loss a little 
more closely and put it into terms 
everyone can understand this 
means our state loss $333,238.00 
per day, or $13,884.00 per hour. 
This economic loss boils down to 
$3.86 for every second of 1963. 
This is a loss that we can’t afford! 
It behooves every driver to im- 
prove his driving habits so we can 
reduce this loss in 1964. It is our 
firm intention and that of the men 
of the Mississippi Highway Patrol 
to make 1964 a much safer year 
for all drivers. 

“At the present time we have re- 
duced the toll for 1964 by 15 
deaths over the same period in 
1963. If we can continue this im- 
provement we will have helped 
make our roads safer and a much 
more pleasant place to drive. i

You may want to store some of 
this year’s bumper pecan crop for 
future use. The way you pack and 
treat your pecans affect the time 
they will keep their high quality. 

As a rule, the ‘lower the tem-! 
perature, the longer the nuts will 
keep. Tight, vapor-proof containers 
protect nuts from odors, flavors 
and moisture. At ordinary room | 
temperature, they will keep two 
months. Store pecans in a cool 
place. | 

Shelled nuts keep well in a tight 
container for as long as 9 months 
in a refrigerator and as long as 
2 years in a freezer. Under these! 
same storage conditions, if you 
have space for them, unshelled. 
pecans will remain fresh for two 
to four times longer than shelled 
ones.
